W. S. POWERS ADDRESSES 
ENGINEERING SOCIETY 


Urges Systematic Saving — Subject 
"Control of Production" — Plan 
/ for Mixer 


Whitney S. Bowers talked to the En- 
| gineering Society Tuesday, November 
20, In the chapel of Lisner Hall, on 
’’Control of Production..’’ Mr. Powers 
brought to the students a number of 
the fundamental principles of produc- 
tion management. 

The keynote of his lecture was that 
the principal saving in any industrial 
plant can he accomplished by decreas- 
ing the time between operations, this 
time being as high as ten times that 
required for a single operation, in 
some cases. A direct saving is thus 
accomplished 1 . Charts by which the 
status of any order of job could be 
determined immediately will do this, 
thus enabling work to be laid out sys- 
tematically and always keeping a sur- 
j plus ahead. Proper arrangement of 
the machines also cuts down the 
waste.
